Valuable Work of fin low* Improv** 


nient Society. 


One of the cleanest and prettlwrt 


towns in Iowa has been made so chief- 
ly through the efforts of a woman's 
town improvement association. About 
500 children in the schools In this town 
wear badges to remind them that thej 
have pledged themselves to do what 
they can to make their town a mor» 
healthful and beautiful place to liv» 
In. 
The pledge which the children 


have signed in the schools was sent out 
by the Women's Town Improvement 
association. This association some time 
ago purchased a large number of met- 
al cans. They were painted a bright 
red. and were placed on the sidewalkn 
of the principal streets near the curb, 
upon which was printed in plain let- 
ters a request that pieces of paper nnd 
rubbish be thrown into them instead 
of Into the street. The canH were th« 
means of collecting a Inrgc quantity 
of waste paper, but not all, and dally 
scraps of paper were seen blown hltusr 
and thither with each gust of wind. 


The principal thoroughfares have 


been devoid of rubbish since the chil- 
dren's auxiliary was formed. When a 
piece of paper is seen, two or three 
children start in close pursuit. 
After 


Its capture It is put In the nearest can. 
At the intersection of three avenues 
the women went to the expense of sod- 
ding nnd making a handsome green 
where formerly there was a dusty 
place in summer nnd a mudhole In 
winter. The children in their haste to 
go from one street to another did not 
hesitate to run across the trinngle. 
NOW the children in the neighborhood 
vie with one another in beautifying 
this bit of ground. 


The children were given n lecture as 


to what wns expected of them when 
they signed the pledge, nnd among oth- 
er things was that they wore not to 
mnke bonfiren In the woods, lit the 
fields or by the roadside; that they 
were not to take other people's fruit or 
pick other people's flowors, and that 
they were not to run across corners 
where some one Is trying to make the 
grass grow.

Utah, continue to diminish as they 
have been doing in recent years, it

ing with 1900 the lake fell about ten 
feet, and as the shores slope very 
gradually the fall of a foot in the wa- 
; ter level -exposes many square miles 
of bottom. Then again, the lake is 
very' shallow, averaging now 
only 


about twenty, feet in depth, so that 
the apprehension* of its 
total ex- 


tinction as a lake are not unfound- 
ed. The drying up of the lake would 
be ruin to many business interests 
that have grown up around it, an<! 
that have already suffered seriously 
from the fall in its level; and the 
United States ^eoiOgica! survey has 
been earnestly requested by the offi- 
cials of Utah to investigate the phe- 
nomenon, with the view of discover- 
ing if there is any possible way of 
arresting the dec-line of 'the- import- 
ant body vii" water, and especially if 
the large quantity used for irrigation 
purposes is who'lly or mainly respon- 
sible for tbe decline.

HEALTH BENEFITED, TOWN BEAUTI- 


FIED AND ADVERTISED. 


Mover rr»p*rlr Expended For Street 


Cleaning a Pajln* I»v*«tm*nt. 
Town Alvrar* Judged by Its Ex- 
ternal Appearance. 
Money spent on street cleaning brlngt 


a threefold return to the taxpayer: 


First.—In that it promotes the health 


and comfort of himself and family. 


Second.—The town Is beautified, build- 


ing Is encouraged and the value ot 
realty enhanced. 


Third.—Clean streets make a favor- 


able Impression on visitors, thus serv- 
ing as an advertisement to attract tour- 
ist travel. 


Clean streets are absolutely essential 


to the health and comfort of a com- 
munity, writes Warner Stutler In the 
Washington Times. Statistics prove 
that the cleaner the town or city the 
lower the death rate, and vice versa. 


Twenty years ago very little atten- 


tion was given to the streets. Filth 
and refuse were allowed to accumu- 
late thereon, with the result that epi- 
demics were the rule rather than the 
exception. With the advent of pav- 
ing, however, municipalities became in- 
terested in the cleanliness of the city, 
and as progress in that respect was 
made a corresponding improvement in 
the health of the community was ob- 
served. At the present day all civic 
governments recognize that the health 
and comfort of their citizens depend 
mainly, if not altogether, on the de- 
gree of cleanliness achieved, as is evi- 
denced by the sums of money spent 
yearly for this purpose. 


The property owner is vitally inter- 


ested in civic cleanliness. No matter 
how advantageous the situation or 
how well laid out, if cleanliness is lack- 
ing the neighborhood becomes unde- 
sirable; proper tenants cannot be se- 
cured, rents become lower, and the in- 
vestment naturally depreciates in val- 
ue. On the other hand, clean streets 
beautify the locality, building opera- 
tions are encouraged, a better class of 
tenants seek homes therein, rents are 
higher, and there is a. corresponding 
Increase in values. 


Merchants and householders are also 


greatly benefited by streets which are 
free from filth and dust, the former 
In that their goods can be exposed for 
sale without fear of objectionable mat- 
ter being blown on them from the 
streets, the latter Inasmuch as the 
fresh air may be allowed to enter their 
homes without the accompaniment of 
foul odors find dust. 


Pedestrians and those who ride or 


drive are likewise beneficiaries. 
At 


best during wet or foggy weather the 
pavement is slippery, but if in addi- 
tion it is also covered with filth the 
result is disastrous to the wearing ap- 
parel of the individual, and the lives 
of horses nrc placed iu danger. 


And now we come to n pliase of the 


question which should, appeal to the 
pride of every member of the com- 
munity. A town may bo possessed of 
many beautiful and substantial build 
Ings, yet if the streets arc not kept 
clean the effect is so marred as to 
create a bafl instead of a pleasing im- 
pression. Visitors are. apt to judge and 
in fact do judge a city or town by its 
external appearance. 


One of the first, if not the first, 


things noticed by the tourist is the 
condition of the streets. Whatever im- 
pression, wnethcr favorable or other- 
wise, ho may have formed in that con- 
nection, be is not slow to communicate 
to others. If favorable, then, of course, 
the result is increased travel to tho 
town and a corresponding influx of 
money. 


We may therefore conclude (1) that 


street cleaning is necessary, (2) that it 
is beneficial, (3> that money properly 
expended for that purpose is a paying 
investment.

The work done by our railroads has 


has been of great value because BO 
widely extended. One of our western 
roads is lined for several hundred 
miles on both sides with superb chest- 
nuts and evergreens. The removal of 
the unsightly and the suggestion of 
cleanliness about the depots have been 
specially useful, says tho New York 
Independent. Improvement becomes n 
passion. 
Near such depot.s cottages 


are sure to be neat and yards cleanly. 
This class of improvement necessarily 
involves the conventional, and that Is 
not always a bad thing in a village. 
We can enjoy rending the name of a 
station in clam shells. Color and con- 
trast are perhaps the. main tiling. A 
group of handsome alirnbbery, of lilacs 
or wcigclias, with plenty of roses, 
cheers the tired traveler and gives 
him something pleasant to think about.
